The 
other day a friend of the Listener heard in 
church a hymn which had this word at tlie 
end of a line and rhymed with "bound," 
but the choir, in singing it, pronounced it 


woond" In defiance of the rhyme. This 


inspired the Listener's friend to take his 
hymn book and write upon a flyleaf this 
stanza of excellent doggerel, to illustrate 
the capabilities of this word in the wav of 
rhymes: 


Behold, aetricken sou] has swooned; 
Where shall relief bo found? 


Where b&lrn to soothe Its bleeding wound 
Its horrid .gaping wound? 


Modern poets, by the way, are practically 


debarred from using the word "woond" at 
the end of their lines by the scarcity of 
good rhymes for it. Perhaps "harpooned" 
and "ballooned" and "swooned" have a 
certain relationship to the idea of a wound 
but neither of them ia a very practicable Preimses 
word in poetry.—Boston Transcript.

Thus done up baby can tx 
hung (with a thong attached to his cradle 
on the branch of a tree, or from the pole o 
tbe wigwam, or set iu a corner out of th 
way. It may seem to us that the close con 
Unement aud tho upright condition o 
these nests cannot be very comfortable 
but is said that after tumbling abou 
awhile on the grass or among the dogs o 
the wigwam the Indian baby frequently 
cries to go back to his solitary nest.

his mother's back, when the tribe is on tbt 
march. The oval thing we have described 
is the prevalent pattern of cradle among 
American Indians, though in the extreme 
north or in the extreme south modiflcu 
tions of the style obtain.—Strand Mac- 
aziuo.
